fui ferpent that never flept, and was fed with human flefh. 
All the knights and damfels who came thither were, by com- 
mand of the enchantrefs, caft into a dungeon, and every day 
a knight and damfel were given by lot to be devoured by the 
ferpent. Rinaldo, travelling that way with Iroldo, faw 
Prafltdo and Flordelis led to death ; when attacking their 
guards, he delivered them, and refdived to attempt the ad- 
venture of the enchanted garden ; but was perfuaded iirft to 
vifit the garden of Dragontina, where he found that en- 
chantment already diflblved by Angelica.

Orlando and Rinaldo, toeing ehgaged in a dreadful com- 
Bat, Angelica, terrified for the fafety of Rinaldo, at that 
time the objeiift of her affi:Slon> prevailed upon Orlando to 
break off the combat^ and undertake the adventure of the 
garden of Falerina, by which (he not only hoped to remove 
the prefent danger from Rinaldo, but to ridherfelf of an im- 
portunate lover. Orlando, at the requeft of his miftrefs| 
immediately left Albracca, and after feveral adventures» and 
having loft his horfe, ftolen Croni him by Origlila (as before 
related, fee Note to Bookxv. ver. 735- ]> he travell'd oa 
foot till he came near the enchanted garden» where he der 
livered two knights and a lady» who were conducing to the! 
prifons of Falerina : thefc Were Gryphon» Aquilant» and 
Origlila ; the laft of whom» making her peace with him^ 
reftored to him his horfe. . Gryphon and* Aquilant then de- 
parting» left Orlando alone with Origilla, who had begun 
to conceive a violent paifion for Gryphon. While Orlando 
and Origilla were converting together,, a lady appeared» 
mounted upon a white. palfrey» who, having faliited them^ 
addreflfed herfelf 4:othe.earl,and advifed him to fly withfpeed 
frpm a place where all ftrangers were facrificed by the cruelty 
of Falerina; but Orlando declaring bis refolution to enter 
the garden» fhe reply'd in this manner : *^ If you would not 
b^cottie the food of the ierpent, you muft. Sir knight, con- 
,tinue cbafte^ at leaA three day$» and for your guidance take 
thij» bode» which will inform you of all that muft be done for 
the completion of the adventure.. Know that this garden is 
the work of an enchantrefs» who has tetiied into a ftately pa* 

laco

lace in the-middk of tìit garden» where, by ber fkril ia, rgni^ 
glc, fhe has framed a fwocd^ whofe edge nothing can refift^ 
which weapon fhe has deflgned tabe the death of the g/ceatéil 
ehampioo m the weftem world : thÌ9 champion is aiMzied 
Orlando; he is reported to be invulnerable and uncon^uer^ 
able, and Falerina has found that the Fates have threatened 
her garden fhall pne day be deiiroyeci by him ; but remem- 
ber, when you attempt this adventure, that no foot can en-' 
ter the garden except at funrife*" The damiel havings ende4 
her fpeech, gave Orlando a book, and difappeared* 

Orlando then baftened, with his companion, towards the 
garden, when night coming on, he alighted from hishorfe» 
and, lying down on the grafs, fell faft afleep in his armourt , 
ready at day-break to enter upon the adventure. Tho 
treacherous Origlila once more ftole the earl's horfe Briglia* 
doro,, and taking likewife his fword Duiindana from his fidci 
while he lay afleep, mounted, and departed in purfuit of 
Gryphon. In the morning, Orlando waking miilbd hitk 
hork and fword ; but, refolutely determined to profecute the 
adventure, he tore down a huge branch from an dm, of 
which he made a kind of club, and advanced intrepidly to^ 
wards the wall, where the ferpent kept watch. The fan 
was juft rifen when he arrived at the gate that faced the 
eaft, where the monfter, lafhing with bis wings and tail^j 
made a mod; horrible noife, and opened his jaws to fwallow 
the knight.

means of efcapirig. Càffing round his eyes fie beheld à 
fountain, in which flood a marble ftatue, on whofe 'fore« 
head was written, *' The path lies by this fountain to the 
palaceof the garden." Orlando, having refreflied himfcif 
awhile at the fountain, continued his way, fometimeé gazing 
on the verdant turf, enamelled with a thoufand flowers, and 
Hftening to the mufit of the birds that fluttered amid the 
branches of the trees, while he admired the number of ftagS, 
•deer, and other animals that inhabited this delightful foli- 
tude. At length he came to a ftupendous palace, built of 
^old, and ornamented with rubies and diamonds : Orlando 
ciitered, and beheld a dame clothed in white garments, witH 
a diadem pf gold on her head, and holding in her hand a 
fword, in the broad blade of which, as in a nfiirfor, ihc 
feemed to be contemplating herfelf. No fooner had (he 
beheld the knight, but (he fled with precipitation ftpm the 
palace : Orlando, armed as he was, purfuing her with 
equal fpeed, and foon overtaking her, feized the fword that 
had been made for his deftrufition, and holding her by the 
hair of the head, threatened her with immediate death, un- 
lels Ihe inftrudled him how to leave the garden ; but flie pfer- 
fifting obftinately filent to his threats or promifes, Orlando,, 
enraged, bound her to the trunk of a tree, and recoUedling 
his book, applied to it for infoi'mation, where he found that 
a gate opened to the fouth, guarded by a bull that had one 
horn of iron, and one of fire, and whofe hide was not to be 
pierced by any weapon ; but that before he reached the gatei 
he muft pafs by a wonderful lake with great difficulty. Or-» 
Undo, fully inftru6J:ed, firft carefully flopped his ears with the 
leases of rofes, which he gathered from» the meadow^ an* ar-* 

riving. 
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By proof he knew— and hence to gladnefs rais*d> 

, The Sovereign Ruler of the Ikies he prais'd :

riving at the lake where many had found their death ♦, the 
Water hegan to gurgle, and a Syren appeared, having the 
form above of a- beautiful woman, and beneath the tail of a 
fifli ; (he began to (Ing fo melbdioufly, that the birds and beafts 
gathered round» and were immediately charmed to a profoxind 
flcep. Orlando, though he heard nothing, pretending to be 
in the fame manner attentive to her fong, threw himfelf on 
the ground, and feigned to beafleep, when the Syren rufhing 
to feize him, he ftruck off her head with his fword, and 
fmeared hitnfelf over with her blood, as a fure preventive 
againft the effefts of the bulPs fiery horn, which would other- 
Wife have confumed his armour to aihes. The earl then ad- 
vanced to the fouth fide of the garden, and reached a brazen 
j gate guarded by the fiery bull, which he immediately attacked^ 

I and foon cut off his iron horn; but with the horn of fire the 

j beaft prefled him fo furioufly that the knight could fcarce de- 

fend himfelf, and had he not been prefcrved by the blood of 
' the Syren, the fire would have totally confumed him. At 

lafl he flew the bull, whofe body was immediately fwallowed 
up by the earth, and the wall clofing, he found himfelf once 
more imprifoned. He was then direftcd by his book to go to 
the weflern part, where he would find another gate, adorned 
with jewels and precious flones, defended by a wonderful 
afs that was enchanted. Orlando, as his book dire£^ed, puf- 
fuing bis Way, came to a tree of a vaft height, the branches 
of which fpread to a prodigious extent : having again con- 
falted bis book, be took his fhield, and binding it over his 
brows, fo that his fight might be effedkually defended, as by

bling a woman, with beautiful hair, and crowned with a dia* 
dem ; her feathers were party-coloured and gold j her feet 
were armed with iron talons, and from her body diililled a 
certain liquor, that as foon as it touched the eyes, inftantly 
took away the fight, and the helplefs prey was left to be de- 
voured by her. This monfter rufhed with a dreadful noifc 
upon Orlando, who came with his head held down to defend 
himfelf from the efFe<Sls of the liquor that fell on his fliield in 
great abundance, till at length, with a fortunate ftroke of 
his fword, he cleft the bird afunder, and leaving her dead by 
the tree, he replaced the buckler on his arm, and purfued his 
way, till he came to the rich gate decorated with jewels of 
ineftimable value, where he found the afs covered over with 
impenetrable fcales of gold ; his ears were two ells in length, 
which he curled like a ferpent, and with which he feized 
and drew every thing to him with incredible ftrength ; his tail 
was fharper than the fliarpeft fword, and not tp be refifted by 
the ftrongeft armour j and the noife of his braying made the 
earth tremble. This beaft ran furioufly towards Orlando, 
who, receiving him with his drawn fword, laid all his fide 
bare, notwithftanding his fcales, that were no defence ag^inft 
the fword of Orlando: the afs then feized on the knight's 
fliield with his ears, and by force drew it from him, but Or- 
lando fevered his ears with a ftroke of the fword, when the 
beaft turning round with his Iharp tail hew'd all the cham- 
pion's armour in pieces, while he, whofe fkin was enchanted, 
jremaincd unhurt. Orlando had now wounded the afs in 

many 
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At fuch a time, that call'd for all his might, 205 
To meet in combat Sericana's knight.

many places, and. at laft divided his head from his body, 
which continued for fome time to turn about; the garden 
and all the foreft (hook ; the earth opening fwallowed up the 
afs ; and when the earl attempted his paflage through the 
gate, the wall clofed, and the gate was feen no more. Or- 
lando once more confulted his book, and was directed to 
take his courfe towards the north, where was another gate 
that led from the garden, through which no human force 
could pafs,as it was defended by a dreadful giant, from whofe 
bloody (hould he be (lain, fprung two others (iercer than 
himfelf, the brood ftill increafing with every death. Or- 
lando now arrived at a flowery valley, where he faw, by the 
margin of a fountain, a table richly fpread with the moft de* 
licious viands, and wines of every fort in golden vafes, where 
the knight was tempted to refre(h himfelf; but firft he con- 
fulted his book, then cafting his eyes upon a bower of rofes, 
he perceived concealed among the greens a fawn, whofe up- 
per part refembled a woman, and the lower part a ferpent:

Orlando finding it vain to purfue the combat 
with thofe whofe death but increafed the number of his ene- 
mies, ran haftily to the gate, and endeavoured to force the 
bars, which he foon bur^ afunder ; but the giants clofely 
purfued him, and obliged him to defend himfelf : ht now 
left his fword as an ufelefs weapon, and grappling with his 
opponents, by turns, threw each of them to the ground with 
incredible ftrength, and often attempted in vain to reach the 
gate; but finding every effort unfuccefsful to etfe£t his 
efcape, he began to retreat towards the garden, when the 
giants immediately left him, and refumed their ftation at 
the gate, for fo the enchantment was framed, that they 
ihould ever remain the guardians of the entrance* In the 
mean time the earl arrived at the meadow, where the ban- 
quet was fpread, and vtrhere he flew the fawn, whofe fnarc 
was laid for ftrangers. Here Orlando took th^ chain, that 
was of a great length and weight, and dragging it after him 
returned to the place where he left the two giants, and after 
a dreadful confii£t he feized and bound them both with the 
chain : but the knight ftill knew that his adventure was not 
completed, as he muft not return to his miftrefs till he had 
entirely deftroyed the garden of the enchantrefs. He had 
again recourfe to his book, and found that in the middle of 
the garden was a tree, of which if the topmoft branch was 
brought to the ground, the whole enchantment would be

His writings were 
held in univerfal repute ; retiring to Venice, he turned the 
force of his fatire againft kings, and obtained thereby the 
title of " The Scourge of Princes," King Francis I. the 
emperor Charles V. the princes of Italy, feveral cardinals, 
and other great lords, purchafed his friendlhip by confi- 
derable prefents, either in fear of the poignancy of bis wit, 
or in admiration of his talents. Hence the infolence of 
Aretine increafed fo far that he caufed a medal to be ftruck, 
reprefenting himfelf on one fide with thefe words, il di- 
vino aretino; and on the reverfe he appeared feated on a 
throne, receiving prefents from the ambafiadors of princes, 
with this infcription, i principi tributati da populi 
TRIBUTANO IL sERviDOR LORO. Princes^ who received tri* 
buie from the people^ pay tribute to their fervant. 

At laft the growing reputation of Nicolo Franco, his ri- 
val, and fome blows which he received in chaftifeinent from 
fome Italian nobUmen^ greatly humbled him. He at times

debafed his genius by the groflTeft impiety and licentioufnefs, 
and the reading of many of bis works was prohibited by 
the church, particularly his Dialogues» Letters, Difcourfes, 
and twenty Sonnets on impure fubjefts, defigned by Julio 
Romano, which were engraved by Marc Antonio, for 
which the engraver was thrown into prifon by Clement VII. 
Towards the end of his life he compofed a Paraphrafe on 
the Pfalms, under the title of " Aretino Penitente ;" or, as 
others fay, of Partenio Etiroy being the anagram of his own 
name. He wrote likewife the lives of the Blefled Virgin, of 
St. Catharine, Thomas Aquinas, and others. He died at 
Venice about the year 1556, in the 66th year of his age, 
and was buried in the church of St. Luke ; a melanclioly 
infiance, in many refpeéls, of the perverfion of great and 
extraordinary talents : while the following epitaphs, which 
were written on him, muft be an eternal ftain to his me- 
mory.

END OF THE FORTY-SIXTH AND LAST BOOK. 
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"tJAVING brought this long work to a con-^ 
clufion, I cannot clofe the volume without 
fome acknowledgment for kindnefles received, 
and without exprefSng a hope that a perufel of 
my tranflation will not wholly difappoint thofe 
expedlations which may have been raifed by my 
preface, or entertained from a knowledge of 
that admiration which the Italians univerfally 
teftify for their favourite Poet. 

It will be fufficiently flattering to me, (hould 
the Engliflb Reader experience but a fmall part 
of that pleafure which has recompenfed me for 
the hours of anxiety and application that muffc 
attend fuch an undertaking ; but whatever fup-* 
port I may have found from that degree of en-, 
thufiafm, which every tranflator, who has the 
leaft pretence to tafte or genius, will imbib© 
froni fuch a Poet as Arioflo, I mull likewife de- 
clare, that ©0 little encouragement has been af- 

V ^ forded 
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forded me by the countenance of thofe friends, 
who, if I may be allowed to make tife of the 
beautiful figure of my Author, at the openipg 
of his laft book., will* I truft, ftand on the 
beach to welcome my return from fo hazardous 
a voyage. To this i muft add, that the favour 
fhown by the Public, in the reception of the 
firft volume of my Orlando, would of itfelf, 
without any other confiderat ion', have efFedually 
determined me to perfevere in making an en- 
tire verfion of this wonderful Poem ; a defign 
which I had conceived and entered upon many 
years before I engaged in the tranflation of 
Taflb, but which the avocations of a life, de- 
voted to bufinefs, long prevented me from pur- 
fuing. 

'In my preface, life, and notes, I have en- 
deavoured to infert whatever might gratify cu- 
riofity, or give every neceflary elucidation ; on 
which occafion I muft return my thanks to 
thofe Gentlemen who have fmoothed the way 
in this part of my labours, by giving me in- 
formation and afliftance : and here let me 
declare my fenfe of the kindnefs of one who 
was ever ready to patronize any apparent work 
of genius. My firft obligations are due to the. 
late Mr. Garrick^ who gave me free accefs ta 
the books in his coUeftion : he faw the begin-

the completion of a work, in the fuccefs of 
which he once feemed kindly to intereft him- 
felf. It will never be thought fuperfludus 
that I pay this regard to the memory of him, 
whofe death I fincerely lamented, and who,, 
however foon forgotten by the many in the 
diffipation of the day, has, in the words of one 
of his moft refpeftable friends, left that gap in 
fociety which will not eafily be filled up. 

In the late Dr. Hawkefworth I have found 
reafon to regret the lofs of one, whofe tafte and 
friendfliip 1 had formerly experienced in my 
verfion of TafTo, and which would have been 
fcnfibly felt in the prefent publication 5 he faw 
the firft part of the foregoing tranflation, and 
gave me every encouragement ; declaring him- 
felf more ftruck with the wild beauties of the 
Orlando, than with the claffical merits of the 
Jerufalem. 

I mufl: here make my grateful acknowledge 
ixients to the friendfliip and politenefs of Mr. 
Barnard of St. James's, for being honoured 
with the indulgence of confulting the Royal 
Library. To this Gentleman's particular kind- 
nefs, and general liberality of fentiment, every 
return is due for favours flipwn to the man, and 
to the tranflator.

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Nor can I pafs over unnoticed the very flat^ 
tering manner m which, without any previous

while we are tempted to regret, that fome of 
the apparently fuperfluous years allotted to the 
profligate or the ufelefs, cannot be added to 
thofe whofe lives are an honour to human 
nature.
